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DETAILED ACTION 
Declaration 

The Declaration filed February 5, 2004 shows the composition of Fahey does not have 
the spin bowl compatibility claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 23*25,27,44,46,48,58-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Fahey et al cited on applicant's IDS. 

Fahey teaches an ARC composition comprising a bisphenol A compound which has 0% 
acid. The composition is coated in a substrate, dried at 200 deg. and coated with a 
photoresist. The patent does not exemplify developing or etching, however, these steps 
are so well known in the art that one envisions treating the photoresist in this manner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -22,28-43,49,62-69 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach an ARC having a spin bowl compatibility or the ratio of strong acid to weak acid claimed.
